DR. RIPPON IN IRELAND. 

| ‘The beloved and Rev. Dr. Rippon, in alluding 
(to his visit to Ireland many years since, spoke 
| nearly as follows :—We cannot help being charm- 
ed with such an assembly as this, especially upon 
| business of so much interest. If it were meces- 
| sary, said Dr. R. I could lead you back to Ire- 
jland thirty years since. Myself and Mr. Birt, 
| sen. were the two first Baptista who visited that 
‘country. ‘The first sermon I preached was at 
‘Saint Mary's. Mr. Hutton said to me, “ we will 
| go and preach in the villages ;"--I replied, “I am 
very little accustomed to village preaching, but I 
| will do what you direct.” Fourteen or fifteen 
| friends took me beneath their wings to Leixlip ; 
/we went there to preach, and that blessed man, 
| Henry Hutton, and another person, went through 
| the sireets to find a place where we could stand. 
Before we commenced, I retired with a blessed 
|tninister of the Moravian church, and with Mr. 
| Wilson, of the parish church, and we shut up 
ourselves in an assembly room, and we knelt 
|dowu and endeavoured to pour out our souls to 
|God, After we had concluded, we went to the 
,door steps of a gentleman, and commenced by 
j singing a hyam; the people immediately flocked 


= down in an intimidating attitude, but the persons 


| who accompanied us from Dublin, formed a bar- 
rier, and preserved us from injury. ‘The master 
jofthe inn came with his wile, and took their 
stand very nearto the place where we stood.

LAST DAYS OF BONAPARTE. 

The Ciwistian Observer for June last, contains an extraordi- 
nary notice of this extraordinary man. Jt is no less than an at- | 
testation, that in the closing scene of his life he had some im- | 
pressions on his mind of a serious, if not of a religious charac- | 
ter, which led him to solemn supplications to God, through | 
Jesus Christ, for the salvation of his soul. A correspondent of | 
the Christian Observer, a work of high and respectable credit in 
England, gives in that periodical, a brief narrative of Bona- | 
parte’s last days. ‘This correspondent was stationed in St. | 
Helena, as an officer of the picquet guard in the immediate vi- | 
einity of Bonaparte’s residence, during the last two years of his 
life.

After all this, I must believe, that it would be 
difficult fur any man to prove, that the Walden- 
ses, in general, ever practised infant baptism. 
Their general character for about 400 years was, 
to use the words of Limborch, that of “the mo- 
dern Dutch Baptists.” We can, therefore, 
through the Waldenses, trace the history of the 
Baptist Church back to the beginning of the 12th 
century, and, in the words of Mosheim, into “ the 
remote ages of antiquity.” But the paragraph 
from the history of ** Pierre and his family” as- 
sumes, that the Waldensian Church was a Pe- 
dobaptist Chureh, and thus decides, at a stroke, 
this great question of Ecclesiastical controversy, 
without adducing the shadow of evidence of such 
a fact. From this view of the subject, we think, 
it is obvious, that the publication of this book vi- 
olates the laws of the Union. 

The fault may be aseribed to an oversight of 
the revising Committee; but it nevertheless ex- 
ists, and deserves to be taken notice of and cor- 
rected.
